WORST STORM OF 


YEAR AT KEARNEY 


Twister At Fairmont, Severe Hail- 


storm In Northwest Areas. 


Hall, wind and rain whirled O 
across Nebraska, Tuesday disrupt- 
ing communication lines, wrecking 
treea and fields and doing some 
property damage. The »torm ap- 
parently moved into the state at i 
Scottsbiuff where a aevere bail 
storm, described as the worst in 
two years, struck Minatare, Ger- 
Ing, Kimball, Bayard and other 
western cities. Windows and elec- 
tric signs were destroyed and 
gardens ruined. Crop* also were 
j damaged.

The storm sped across to Goth- 
enburg where 1.22 inches of rain 
accompanied the hail which con- 
tinued for 
30 minutes. 
O. H. 
Nichols, Gothenburg business 
man, 
picked a hail stone measuring 
lO-^ inchee in circumference out 
of his automobile after it smashed 
thru the roof. At the 96 ranch,

porch of a house was torn off by 
the force of a wind which followed 
r the hail and tree limbs, stripped 
by the hail, were blown to the

Kearney Tornado. 


A tornado struck the Robert 
Schroer farm, 14 miles northeast 
of Kearney, demolishing all the 
farm buildings except the house, 
which was damaged badly. Scores 
of windmills were down in the 
vicinity of Kearney and at the 
Schroer place the pipe from the 
well waa pulled out of the ground 
when the windmill toppled. Crops 
were damaged badly In the River- 
dale area and around Elm Creek 
and Overton. Rain measured .42 
of an inch In Kearney and lloab* 
were ripped from many trees by 
the wind. 
A highway bridge was washed 
out on highway No. 138 near Big 
Springs ajid an -automobile crashed 
Into the washout in the darkness 
but no one was injured. Rain at 
Big Springs totalled about an inch 
but reports from rural areas indi- 
cated it was heavier there.

Mrs. 
Bishop Will Hold Ex

County commissioners wrestled 


with the relief problem at their

found the outlook dark altho Mrs. 
Ruth Bishop, county relief ' di- 
rector, presented the ir.ost en- 
couraging report that haul been 
heard since 1932. 
Faced with the necessity of roll- 
ing up sizable savings in order to 
meet the increased case load in 
winter months Mrs. Bishop, in her 
first eight days as director, has 
cut the case load to 1,026. Of this 
amount 146 are inactive cases 
which are expected to be closed 
out and 5C8 are unemployable.

Bishop reported that she 
estimates $8,064 will have been 
spent for the first 25 days of June 
with $1,711 of this amount being 
classed as administrative expense. 
She declared that approximately 
$1,000 of this administrative ex- 
pense had been accumulated over 
a period of several months during 
the administration of her prede- 
cessor. Miss Aria Eichbaum.

came also the Gaboons. They were 
physically weak and consequently 
unsuited for pui poses of exploita- 
tion. 
The colonists imported, too, 


some Gambia Negroes, prized for 
their meekness. The Eboes brought 
from Calabar were not desired, be- 
cause they were inclined to commit 
suicide rather than bear the yoke 
of slavery. 
The ~Congoes, Angolas, 


and the Eboes gave their masters 
much trouble by running away. 
Among the Negroes thus imported, 
too, there were a few Moors and 
some brown people from 
Mada- 


gascar."

nations. They have b«en opposed 
to the perversion of the law of 
corporations 
which has fostered 
private monopoly. They have been 
resolutely determined' that in so 
far aa private monopoly has to 
exist, it must be publicly regu- 
lated. They have been exponents, 
not merely of elates rights in the 
abstract, but of the exercise of 
state sovereignty to deal with local 
affairs. And in questions of money 
and banking, they have instinc- 
tively sought a financial order in 
which enterprise and production 
could expand. 


These men, if they are In con- 
trol of the party, will have no 
reason to identify themselves with 
postwar republicanism. 
They did 
not desire it. They did not have 
a part in it. They enjoyed none 
of the benefits, but they suffered 
all the consequences.

The news out of Cleveland this 
week will be whether or not they 
are In control of the party and are 
able to direct the party a course. 
It will be important news, 
for 


they alone can fight the new deaJ 
in principle and they alone can 
hope to be effective politically 
against it. 


Mr. Roosevelt's strength lies in 
the fact that he has attracted into 
the democratic party the succes- 
sors of those who 25 years ago fol- 
lowed Theodore Roosevelt. 
This 
mass of voters decides elections in 
the United States. The rock ribbed 
republicans, the solid south and 
the democratic machines of th« 
northern cities, represent minori- 
ties. They become majorities only 
when they are joined by this large 
mass of more or less independent 
though predominantly republican, 
progressives. 


These progressives left the re- 


publican party in 1912 .and Wilson 
was elected. They returned to it 
in 1921 and the democrats were 
defeated. 
They left it again in 
1932 and Franklin Roosevelt was 
elected. 


The question this year and two 
years hence and four years hence 
will be whether they stay with 
the democrats or return to the re- 
publicans. And that will be deter- 
mined very largely by whether the 
people rome to think that Gover- 
nor Landon, if he is the nominee, 
has his spiritual home, not merely 
his residence, in Kansas.

Report of City Clerk Berg to the 


council on departmental revenue 
and expenditures for the first nine 
months of the current fiscal year, 
to June 1, indicates a wider spread 
this year between total available 
for spending and total actually 
spent.

A READKR OF these articles sug- 
gests that now la the time to write 
something about the evil efr«ct« of 
poison ivy. "Folks will be going Into 
the country and hills to hunt for 
wild flowers and often unknowingly 
come m contact with poison iv>," 
he says. 


If more persons were familiar with 


the ivy plant the poisoning; -wovld not 
b« so common. 
Th* poison Ivy, 


known aa "rhus toxicodabdron", trails 
over the ground, often covering a 
considerable area. It rarely rises 
more than a few inches from the 
ground, although it may climb a tree 
or fence post like some harmless 
vine. It is easy to recognize because 
its leaflets ar* ananged in groups 
of three, TUth the stem of th* middle 
leaf longer than the other two. The 
leaves are thick shiny and raiely 
show any imperfection of formation. 


Poicon Sumac 


Foi<*on «umac, or rhus venenata, Is 


mere difficult to recogmre than poi- 
son ivy 
It has a compound leaf of 


many leaflet* and can be recognized 
only upon close scrutiny, when it la 
found that the l«af ha» a curved mid-

Spencer, in which the state i* in- 
terested as the owner of $166,849 
of file original bonda and count- 
ing delinquent interest ia inter- 
ested to the extent of $202,965 25.

ground that the new bonda were 
issued by the village under the 
federal 
bankruptcy 
act of con- 
greso for 
municipalities, an act 


which the supreme court of the 
United State* recently held uncon- 
stitutional and void 
He *aid he 


would not register the new bonds 
without an order of court. 
He 
said the creditors of the village 
had to take the new bond* or 
nothing1, 90 percent of the bond- 
holders being signers of the agree- 
ment to accept them 
"There is 
no consideration for the exchange 
of bonds," he said The village al- 
leges it also complied with the 
state law in 
issuing 
the new 


bonds 
It develops that the state has 


not made exchange of its bonds 
for the new 
Some of 
the 
old 


bonds were not due or optional 
and need not have been exchanged 
except by voluntary 
act of the 


holders. 


The new bonds draw '2 percent 


for ten years and for ten years 
thereafter 1 percent interest.

present agricultural program is 
well fitted to present needs."
